A  Course  of  Physical  Training  is  being  given  to  about  20  children, 
specially  requiring  same,  by  Mr.  A.  Alexander,  of  the  Southport  Physical 
Training  College,  to  their  very  great  advantage. 

The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  has 
been  occasionally  invoked,  and  its  efforts  are  successful  in  securing 
alleviation  in  certain  refractory  cases.
